KBFOBTKn FAtLURK IM LONDON. 
Despatches from London yesterday announced 
the failure of William Alfred & Arthur Burns A 
Co., metal merchants, with llabliltlea stated at 
$4,000,000. Inquiry was made by the writer, subse- 
qnentlyto this announcement, at the office of 
Phelps, Dodge A Co. respecting the American oon- 
neetlon of the suspended firm. 
Mr. Dodge stated 
that tbe name of Burns A Co. was unfamlUar to 
him, nor was there any William Alfred A Arthur 
Bums that he knew oL He likewise supported the 
tofsrence which tbe inquirer drew, that if there 
was such a house and It had laiied, Its Amenean 
connection must be but slight. 
A OBFALOATION ON A SHALL SCALE, 
tBTomng not quite $26,000, was brought to light a 
• few days »go at the Security Bank, a State m- 
■Ututlon doing business at No. 010 Broadway. On 
the morning oí the 6th Inst, the cashier, Henry D. 
Lowes, was missing. A despatch was sent to his 
residence on Staten Island, but an answer came 
hack that be had been absent n-om borne since Mon­ 
day night. 
It appears from the statement obtained from the 
janitor of the bunding that the cashier of the 
bank came to the office, which, on account of the 
election and it being a legal holiday, was closed to 
business. Having duplicate keys to the doors and 
sates Lowes spent some time In the bank, and 
when be left took with him the contents of the 
teller’s box, consisting of currency, large and 
small bills, to the amount of about $21.700, and this 
to the last that was seen of him. 
Mr. Charles A. Colby, the Vice President of the 
sank, was visited, and bis statement. Including 
the above, Is to the eCtect that “the abscond- 
wg oasluer was the most trnsted official la the 
vank.» At Its organization this man bad been ap- 
fOinted teUer, coming 
H IGHLY RICOMHBNDED 
Yom the Ninth National Bank, where he had been 
Miokkeeper. Mr. B, H. Dewey, then cashier, re­ 
igned, and young Lowes was promoted to dll tbe 
meancy. For four years be held that responsible 
ifflce to the utmost satisfaction of the directors, 
ind not a shadow of suspicion had ever been 
jUrected against him. 
Lowes, being a man of 
amlly, was supposed to be strictly domesticated;

thought a matter oi course 
jbat he would

the society of lewd 
iemales. But the sequel demonstrates that such 
was not the case. It was evident that the misguided 
wan was smitten with some syren, to whose tastes 
ae was oompeUed to pander, and, election morning 
liferlng a good opportnnlty, he went to the bank, 
aeiped himself to all tbe available ready funds be 
ija^ baods on, andjiocoeeded la gettiug away 


M Attd other securities to a large 
, and several thousand doUars in gold, lying 
lied up In bags within the safe, Lowea left un- 
Muohed. This lao t tends to show that the theft 
TM not premeditated, but evldenUy inspired on 
tbe spur of the moment, and 
IN ALL FROIABILITT 
t ieyonngraan is still in the city, otherwise he 
wonid have provided himself with gold coin. On 
being appointed cashier Lowes gave bonds In tbe 
amount oi $20,000. One or the sureUes has already 
acknowledged the obligation, and the ether being 
dead, the executors of the estate have been notified 
01 tbe liability. Thns tbe bank will recover within 
Sbont $6,000 of its entire loss. 
Mr. Colby regrets the occurrence solely on ac­ 
count or the family 01 the erring man, whom the 
blow has hit very bard. Experts and tbe bank 
officers have made a thorough examination of the 
late cashier’s aooonnts and found everything kept 
with the strictest punciUlo. Not a false entry was 
detected. 
The business of the bank has not 
been Impaired in the slightest.

Lowea would be found and the funds stolen re­ 
stored. Competent detectives have the matter in 
charge, with every prospect 01 attaining this de­ 
sired result. 
Mr. Benjamin B. Dewey, whom Henry D. Lowes 
succeeded as cashier, has been Induced agalu to 
accept his old position, and as such ofilciates in 
the beenrity Bank. Messrs. Edward Clark, Presi­ 
dent: Charles A. Colby, Vice President and the 
directors, among them Messrs. John F. Henry, 
Jonathan Odell, A. W, QlU, Ueorge Hencken and 
others are wealthy men and ready to make good 
any amount of money needed by tbe institution. 
The caplUi of this bank Is $600,000 and the sur­ 
plus more than sufficient to cover tbe defalcation, 
even ir the snrelles were unable 10 make good the 
amount. The Security Bank transacts Its business 
at the Clearing House through the Metropolitan 
National Bank. 
A BAD FAILÜR* 
occurred on Mondsy among a line of bnslness 
Which ranks as the best in mercantile circles. 
This was tbe young house of Battershall A Co., No. 
101 Pearl street, importers and jobbers of teas. 
This firm has been in existence only three years, 
and was regarded us enterprising and thoroughly 
reliable—BO much so that they enjoyed a line of 
credit amounting to neurly $i6u,ooo. Among those 
Who trusted this firm were Israel Nash A Co., of 
Boston, to the tune of $35,000: Helneman, Payson 
A Morgan, $S6.00u; Thomas J. Daly A Co., of this 
dty, $19,000; A A. Low A Brother, $6,000, Ac. 
Mr. Battersiiall, a member of tbe Irm, stated. In 
•Bswer to tbe question concerning their bank­ 
ruptcy, that tbey bad suspended payment on ac­ 
count of business being demoralized. They could 
■ot say that tbeir assets were greater than their 
llablUtles, bat that they intended to pay 100 cents 
on the dollar, with interest.

Their 
securities, though perfectly good, could not be 
realized upon at a time convenient to tho purposes 
of the bank, consequently anspension was deter­ 
mined on and carried into effect to-day. The 
cashier said thU afternoon that the assets were 
fifty per cent in excess of the liabilities, and that 
the anspension was dne to the gradual contraction, 
which had been drawing closer and tighter atnce 
the 17th ol September. He says all they want Is 
time to convert the securtttes into cash to pay the 
depositors. 
un tbe heels of the annonncement of this snspen- 
Sion came that of the closing of tbe doors of tbe 
East Liberty Savings and Deposit Bank, and then 
there were rnmors of the suspension ol balf-Sr 
dozen other Institutions of the same kind, which 
happily proved incorrect. 
The causes of the sns- 
penslon of the East Uberty Savings bank were the 
ntter IraposslblUtr of collecting currency for notes 
and mortgages which had already fallen due, and 
the consunt drain on their deposits. The bank 
has snsialned no losses, unless the temporary lock­ 
up 01 some of lU securities in Philadelphia be re­ 
garded a loss.

Irving and Detecüve Farley. 


Speeches of Ex-Mayor Hall and 
Colonel Hasting. 


The inquiry of the Police Oommlssioners into the 
charges brongbt by the Bank of England against 
Captain Irving and Detective Farley, was resumed 
yesterday morning, before Gommloaioners Gardi­ 
ner, Smith, RosseU and Dnryea. 
CB08S-BXAIONATI0N OP OPPICBB PARLrT. 
Detective Farley was cross-examined by Colonel 
Hastings, the acting prosecuting counsel for the 
Board. He tesuiled that be bad been connected 
with the Police Department for seventeen or 
eighteen years; after his arrest of McDonnell, in 
1871, he was a witness against him; prior to tbe 
arrest on the Thuringia be did not know that 
McDonnell was in England; he had known the 
prisoner by the names or Livingston, Barnnm, 
Bradford, McDonneU and Johnston; be did not 
receive a letter irom 
McDonnell in the flUl 
of 1872; he froqaentiy received letters from Lon­ 
don at that time, but not a registered letter; 
a registered letter was then received at bis 
bonse by his wife, and receipted for by her; it 
was not signed “Harry,” bnt he did not know by 
whom it was w ritten; he received no letter from 
London beginning "Friend Phil;” he did not know 
Whether the letter receipted for by bis wife was 
one of bnslness or frlenshlp; the witness had no 
recollection of the matter, bnt thought that snch 
a letter must have been received, owing to what 
be bad seen In the newspapers; he thongbthe 
nsnally received from fonr to six foreign letters 
per m onth; did not receive any regUtered package 
from England daring the time referred to. and 
none was received at hU house; he did not see the 
receipt for the letter received by his wife, ae the

This great change 1 need scarcely add has been 
brooiiht about by the rates oi trasportation adopted 
by the railroads, by which a dealer in Chicago can 
grind his wheat there and ship his fiourtoN ew 
York cheaper than It ne were to send it irom here. 
R ochester, however, has by no m eans been ren­ 
dered destltue oi trad e and m auuracturlug business 
by reason ol the loss or her flour mills. There is a 
large bmuness done here in lurniture, tbe m achine 
abupB are large and generallv active, and her trade 
in shoes is tbe third largest of any city in the 
Union. The city has a population proper of 1i,ooo 
souls, and if the Immediate neighborhoods ju st out­ 
side the City lim its are, as they ought to be, con­ 
sidered as a part of the town, the population aU 
told u about 9U.000. Ot this num ber it is estim ated 
th at from 10,000 to 18,000 persons belong to the 
laboriug classes—that. Is are either skilled me­ 
chanics or workmen or persons who depend for a 
living on manual labor of some kind. As 1 said 
beiore, this large num ber of wurklngmeu are gen­ 
erally well to do, but there are many among them 
wno can ill afford to rem ain idle lor an entire win­ 
ter, and the present outlook would go to snow that 
there will be beiore next January, u there u no 
sudden tu rn In the tide, no sm au am ount of dis­ 
tress and suffering among them. 
But now let me give you some solid facts:—The 
wholesale clothing business of the city in 1872 
am onuied to over $60,ooo.ooo; the boot su d shoe to

THB RICH AND THl POOR. 
The leeling among tbe rich and well to do of the 
middle classes in the city is one oi chanty and 
good will, and I learn that U the distress should 
become such among the laboring classes as to ne­ 
cessitate public aid every rich mau will contribute 
freely to the establishm ent of a soup-house—or at 
least some kind of a house where the really needy 
can find shelter as well as lood. It Is to be hoped 
th at the depression may pass away before anythtug 
of this kind U needed, but the oatlook at present, 
despite the encouraging views taken of these affairs 
by the m anntaccurers and bu^tness m en generally, 
is dark and forbidding.

The interesting qnestion lust now to as to the 
effect produced upon alt industry by the fluanclai 
trouble of tne um e. After a carolul examinaUon, 
and as far as 1 bave been able to get a t facts, I 
think it is safe to say flitr per cent of production, 
on an average, has been stopped. Labor has not 
been r e d a c t to tho sam e ex ten t, because the 
m annfacturars, being desirous of keeping their 
workmen together aud on hand, have kept m any 
employed m aking repairs and p utting their estab- 
Itohm enu In order. In ISot not a g reat manv 
laborers comparaUvely bave been discharged ab­ 
solutely, though all, or nearly all, who are kept 
employed, work on shorter time by the day or 
week. Then there to a general reduction of wages 
from ten to fifteen p er cent. If the m anufacturers 
suffer through such greatly reduced production and 
their c a p iu r being unprofitable the workmen suffer 
also. Considering tne reduction in the rate of wages 
and time of labor, tbe aggregate Income of those 
employed Is probably forty i>er cent less th an be­ 
iore tne crista. It a to hard trial therefore for this 
class, but lor the unem ployed much Jiarder. As a 
large porUun of tbe laborers In th i lactorles are

THB LABORING CLASS 
here has a great advantage during th e severe 
w inter season over the working people east of the 
m ountatnM n Neiy England ana the seaboard cities, 
for 
to such a necessity 01 Ufe—to only 
$2 to $2 60 a ton, while along or near the seaboard 
It to $8 or more. Besides, provisions generallv are 
som ewhat cheaper. I estim ated th at tbe cost of 
living a t Johnstow n, including coal and rent, was 
tw enty to twenty-five per cent less than In the 
great cities east 01 the m ountains. At P ittsburg 
tbe difference may not be as great, but the cost of 
living to m uch less. 
Conversing with some of tbe m ost intelligent 
working m en—leading m en ol the trade unions—I 
find there is a dlsposlilon generally to acquiesce, 
for tbe time, a t least, in tbe reduction 01 wages 
and hoars of labor.

Then, many oi the workmen here, such 
as the puddlers, for Instance, work upon the co­ 
operative principle In a m easure; th at to, tneir 
wages vary with the price ol Iron.

The Pittsburg m an­ 
ufacturers say tbe snpply of goods on hand to not 
in excess of the real w ants of tbe country; th at 
these w ants will Increase while production is 
standing stUl, and th at when confidence shaU be 
restored tbere m ust be a revival of trade. It to 
only a question of tim e—of tbe time when Inse­ 
cure firms wlU be sw ept away, values settled down 
to their intrinsic w orth and the currency be un­ 
locked and afioat again.

These logs go 
to supply the square tim ber to be used m the con­ 
struction Of large buildings, bridges, Ac., and a t 
present there to no great call for this clasaoi prop- 
irty . The Tlttabewassee boom has 800,000,000 of 
logs, and will only g et ont about half of these lor 
the m ills; and Sage A McGraw, a New York con- 
corn, w ith one o f the largest, If n o t tho largest 
pilll in the world, at Bay dlty, has 60,000,000 hung 
up.

BElCkLAYXBS. 
The brtcklayers are one of tbe strongest trade 
organizations In Brooklyn. They have two unions 
and number about 600 men. They have a good 
treasury and do not purpose succumbing to any re­ 
daction in the prices of their labor, despite the 
Inconvenience to which they are subjected by the 
present stagnation. The wages paid is about $4 
per day. It is estimated that not more than half 
their number—300—are at work at this time. Em­ 
ployment in bricklaying cannot te continued many 
days longer. 
OARPBNTBR& 
The carpenters, who are the strongest, nnmert- 
saUr speaking, of the trade orgautzatlons, find 
work 
about ball their number. They are 8OO 
strong. The wages paid average $3 60 per day. 
Tiie lumber bualness la also excessively dull, and 
but little hope is entertained ol any Improvement 
until tbe "springtime comes.” Cnder this head 
may bs classed tbe stair builders, a numerous body

their fellow crartsmon. 
FLASTKRERS. 
“1 have not experienced such times in my busi­ 
ness in twenty, ay, thirty years’ residence In this 
city, sir,” remarked a venerable “boss” plasterer 
to the writer. “We nave twenty bosses and about 
400 journe.vmen plasterers lo our trade unions, 
and there arc not more than 160 men at work here 
now. The wages paid is $4 per day, bnt It has been 
a poor year lor us alu Thera can be no hope of 
work until the spring for our trade. Except in 
places where hot air can be had plasterers cannot 
work in cold weather.” 
STONE PtTTTERS. 
“As for the stone cutters’ trade,” remarked a 
man on 'Change, “it has been excessively dull ihw 
year. There are about 300 members of the ‘union,’ 
and they earn, when at work by piece, about $4 60 
per day. I don’t know Uow we will provide for 
our families this winter, unless we find some other 
work, which is not a very cheering prospect.” 
MARBLE CU-ITBKe. 
This trade numbers about 260 men. They also 
feel the “hard pan” basis of the times, but uot so 
generally as some ol tbe other trades. They re­ 
ceive $3 per day, and can work Lu-doors in Inclem­ 
ent weatner. 
FLmBKRS. 
The Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ Union number 
about 400 In this city. They earn from $3 to $4 por 
day. The prosDect does not seem so bad for them 
this season as for others, as pipes will be getting 
ont of order In the frosty weather and repairs 
must be done which will keep hundreds of bauds 
busy. 
Plumbers consequently leel a little more 
confident than other divisions of the grand army 
of labor.

The chief cause of the depression In 
business at tuese stores lies in tbe iact that tbe 
State line of European steamers bave lelt the 
docks In front of the stores and have gone to Ho­ 
boken, as tbe ferriage across the East River Is 
so much in excess or the rates across the North 
River.

THE CRISIS IN WESTCHESTER. 


A G loom y P re sp ra t L o o m in g Up fo r th e 
W o rk in g C ln asee-T ltree T h o n sn n d F a c ­

The past week has done much towards precipi­ 
tating “hard times” among the factory operatives 
and other artisans In various portions of West­ 
chester county. Espeaally Is this blighting result 
of the recent flnanolal panic observable at Yon­ 
kers, where are centred three-fonrths of the man- 
nfacturlng Interesta of the entire country. Out of 
the 6,000 persons, young and old, employed tn the 
manufactories and workshops at that place, a 
careful estimate placet three-fifths of thst number 
at present out of employment and without much 
that 18 encouraging to look forward to during the 
dreary winter months. Some of the factories have 
almost entirely suspended operations, while tbe 
remainder, without a solitary exception, have 
teen compeUed to effect a reduction in either Ume 
or wages, besides cutting down their force numer­ 
ically to Skeleton nroportlons. 
HARD TIMES FOR THE HAITRIW. 
The

THE SITUATION IN NEW JERSEY.

Beyond the facts reported in the Herald daring 
the last week or ten days there Is little more to 
relate regarding the labor crisis In Newark, except 
tbat with some trades matters grow worse, and with 
none is there any appreciable improvement. Yester­ 
day, In eoDversatlon with the Herald reporter, a 
thirty odd years’ resident of Newark, and for many 
years the money collector tor a weU-known estab­ 
lishment, stated tbat be had never known things to 
be so bad or look so gloomy as at tbe present time. 
The trouble in 1867, he said, so far as his experience 
went, was not a comparison to the present situation 
of afialrs. He thought the only real comparison 
was tbe condiUon of things in 1837 and succeeding 
years. Just now. he said, it was like trying to get 
blood out ol a stone to collect money from busi­ 
ness men. Others, however, take a more cheerinl 
aud bopelui view. They admit that tunes are nn- 
questlonably very dull, but stUl people really are 
wore scared than hurt. The proprietor of a weU

unemployed. 
The blatant inter­ 
nationalists who bowl, and sly jobbers who 
egg them on, mging the President, Congress 
and toe departments to adopt all manner of 
wild panaceas, are simply noise and nothing 
more. Each community, except under very ex­ 
traordinary circumstances, is capable of caring 
for its own poor, and towards this object the 
authorities in each should hasten their efforts. 
What, we will ask, has New York done 
towards providing for those out of work on 
account of the panic and in danger of starv­ 
ing? 
Philanthropy is slowly organizing, but 
toe city government is doing worse than noth­ 
ing.

The terrible catastrophe at Harlem—the 
particulars of which axe published in to-day’s 
H erald—is of a character to horrify and 
alarm the community.

The men working on the machine 
were just engaged in moving it higher up the 
road when the explodon came. A young 
lady eighteen years of age, too daughter of 
wealthy pardnts,^ w|ijp,’2{ ^ g jpa^ at the 
moment, an«f áfét her death instantly. A 
poor little Italian girl canying her harp, 
on her way to earn a few more pennies, 
was killed in her traoka A schoolboy on his 
way home from school, pausing a moment to 
riew toe machine, shared toe «one fate. 
Four men were also killed, of ages varying 
from twenty-three to fifty-two. 
The noise of 
toe explosion and the shrieks of toe wounded 
attiacted the attention of a policeman passing 
near, and, hastening to the spot, a sickening 
spectacle preeented itself. 
The wounded were 
cared for as speedily as possible ; the remains 
of toe dead were gathered np and carried to 
their homes, and all evidence of toe calamity 
had soon disappeared. 
But what was the cause of the tragedy? 
The water in the boiler, we are told, had been 
allowed to run too low, and the men in charge, 
discovering this fact, turned on cold woter, and 
toe explosion instantly followed. 
There were 
about forty pounds of steam in the boiler 
when it burst. The fact is established that the 
management of the machine was left in incom­ 
petent hands, and while there are differenoea 
of opinion as to what was the immediate 
cause of the accident, no one will question 
that the man who had control of the boiler 
knew nothing of the business. 
There onght 
to be some law—there may be some law—to 
punish toe criminal act of suffering a boiler

H such a law is in existence we 
hope that it will ba rigidly enforced. There 
must at least be some responsibility on the 
part of those who were the authors of this 
cruel and heartrending slaughter, and the 
crime should not be suffered to go unpunished.

Rubber abounds in tbo 
lower portion of the valley ol the Atrato, whll* 
iu upper portion Is undoubtedly one of the riohest 
gold regions In the world. Tbe entire country ts 
now 
covered with a vast nnbroken forest, 
filled 
with prectoue woods 
suitable 
lor

soil is rich beyond comparison, and abundant oropa 
of all the tropical productions may be raised with 
little labor, fhe country is peopled prtnoluslly by 
negroes, ont there are some white descendants of 
the early Spanish setUers and a few Indians. 
These are all friendly to the canal scheme and anx­ 
ious 
to see 
It inaugurated. 
The geological 
and climatic character of the various looaUUea re­ 
ferred to were then briefly discussed. There are 
two dry seasons—January, February and March. 
and August and Bepiember, with corresr-------- 
periods of rain during tbe other months, 
typo of malarial fever prevails at the comraeooemenk 
of the dry seasons; but tbe fact that Captain Belf­ 
rldge never lost a man from climatic causes 
shows the climate to be less Insalnbnons than Is 
generally snpposed.

by an entirely different cause. Others insisted 
that it was due entirely to the carelessness of the 
man in charge, who, they said, did not understand 
fus business and who threw in the cold water 
when he should not. The man bad charge of two 
bolters—tnls one that burst and another several 
blocks above on the same avenue. That he was 
Incompetent for the position he held is proven by 
the fhct that he applied recently lor a certificate 
as engineer and was refused one. Whether the 
blame of his holding such power over llie is to be 
attached to him or those who employed remains 
yet to be decided. One theory started on the sight 
ot tbe calamity was that the moving of tbe ap­ 
paratus stirred up the boiling water inside, fling- 
lug the steam against the nead of the vessel with 
such violence that it tore Its way through.

She nnderstoud 
all the French lashlons, but could not bake a loaf 
of bread; and, although she could draw and paint, 
she was unable to make her husband a shirt.

Surely, It was high time th a t relorm should take 
hold of these evils. The excessive beating of 
houses, the imperfect ventilation and other similar 
evils were greatly attributoble to the Ignorance of 
American women npon these snbjects.
